Bat that is not all, The $212,000,000 worth of 
cotton 1s raised and di ef by the Soutbern 
planter just as the IIlinois farmer raises and dis- 
poses of wheat or corn. one is sold te the 
cotton-broker, the other to the grain-buyer, aod 
it makes no difference to the producer what be- 
comes of it afterwards ; he has the money in his 
pocket and goes his way tospend 6. Now, is 
there any reason wiy the surplus cotton crop 
should be treated differently from the corn or 
wheat crop? .None, certainly. If the export 
cotton crop of 1874 amounted te 212,000,000, 
then the Sonth realized therefrom $212,000,600, 
and had that auch money to spend. From this 
amount you deduct 12 per cent on account of tho 
currency. Would you have us believe that the 
South was compelled to take pay for the cotton 
in gold, at gold prices, and exchange the gold 
for green St par? Ef not, why this deduc- 
tion ?. If currency ia at a discount, cetion will 
be higher iu consequence, won't it? just as 
other articles of produte or merchandise. Then 
the $25,000,000 deducted on account of the eur- 
revcy is not sustained by the facts. 

The *' protective bounty” deduction of $62,- 
000,000 is a bigger item and a worse delusion 
than the other, if pessible. Your argument is 
that the South is compelled to purchase what it 
does not raise im the markets ef Europe, at 
Amorican prices, and then pay a tariff duty of 50 
per cont. Now the facts are, the South has the 
same opporiusity to purchase what it neods io 
the American market that the North has, and 
can purchase jast as cheap. Does Tug T- 
UmE—does any ene—contend that cotton and 
woolen goods, the products of iron, or anything 
of actual necessary consumption. are 60 per 
cent dearer ou account of the tariff? It is true 
that upon many articles the tari® ranges from 
40 to 80 per cent; but to suppose that arti- 
cles are from 40 to 88 per cent higher in conse 
guence, or would be from 40 to 80 per cent 
cheaper tf the tariff was romoved, would be to 
make a great mistake, and Tux Innunz knows 
this as well as any one.

THE LECTURE. 

It is strange tint, in this country, a lecturer 
must appear beforo his audience with an apology 
for Free Trade. But so it is. No nation, 
exeept.. Nusa, practices . Protection. on 
principle, as the United States docs: 
though ther may not 
be actually living anders Free-Trade policy, 
have at loast set their faeos in the right direo- 
tion. Within a few years, Austria has recognized 
the F’vee-Trade principle as the true one. She 
has many exotic industries which have grown up 
under her Protection policy, and cannot make 3 
sudden change; but she now holds the right 
ideas. Tho States of the Church, which were 
Protectionist under the rule of the Pope, 
have, since the realization of Italian unity, 
adopted Free- Trade principles, Spain, teo, 
though she moves very slowly, amd can hardly be 
said to have an opinion, yet is Free Trade as far 
as ehe bas a policy. A great change is also tak- 
ing place in our country in this matter,—very 
quistly, it is true, but wide-spread, as I personal- 
have the means of knowing, the proofs of 
which are most encouraging, 

THE AMERICAN IDEA our. 

We have built io this country a social system, 
the funtiamenta! principle ef which is, that we 
have no bereditary distinctions. We allow no 
man advantages bocause of his father’s posi- 
tion. That is the rule of dur social order. We 
do not undertake to protect or encourage any 
man orto give him any advantages whatever. 
Our whole social stem is based on the 
idea that the struggle for existence is oa 
tree contest, with mo favor to any one; 
aud we have followed out the idea to its last 
logical results, in most cases. It ie so with re- 
gard to liberty of speech and the press. Liberty 
of speech often degenerates ; men gravely abuso 
it, and preach doctrines wiich aro subversive of 
social order. You cad get a platform in the 
Uoited States to preach anything you choose. 
With the advocates of new theories, the Ameri- 
ean principle is simply to let them talk. If the 
ideas are not good, they will fall unnotieed ; but, 
if they are good, let us have them. If you en- 
plede a keg of gunpowder in an open field, there 
is 2 great noise, but no harm im done; if you 
confine it by buildings, the explosion does im- 
mense damage; and we follow the same princi- 
pla with these men, with their epinions, as they 
call thom. On the whole. it is the beat policy.

To quote from bis own declaration: The au- 
thor believes that there is a unity above and be- 
yond that oe 4 of Christendom which, properly 
understood, earnest Christians so much de- 
sire; a unity which rests upon the belief that 
the children of one Father may worship Him un- 
der different names; that they may be infu- 
enced by one spirit, even though they know it 
pot; that they may all have ono hope, even if 
they have not one faith.” A study of character 
or of abstract principle, that is conducted in this 
gentle spirit of charity, and with a comprehen, 
sive understanding. cannot fail of profitable re- 
sults. When individuals of opposing creeds strive 
to find the likenesses instead of the differencos 
between their fundamental doctrines, and demre 
to discover the barmonyin their opinions instead 
of the opportunities for bitter discord and drvis- 
ion, they are emulating the spirit and example of 
the Founder of the purest and loftiest of ail the 
great historical religions, the religion of Chris- 


tianity.

THE CONFISCATING TAZ. 

A correspondent, J. M. A.,“ writing from 
Springfield, whose letter we print this morn- 
ing, criticises the course of this paper upon 
the subject of the protective tariff, and 
especially complains of an article in which 
we explained how that tariff deprived the 
producers of cotton of the fair results of their 
labor. We take the criticism for what the 
facts show it is worth, We deny that we 
have ever discussed the tariff guestion unfair- 
ly ; we may be raistaken, but we do not treat 
the subject unfairly, as we understand the ef- 
fects of the protective policy. In or- 
der to understand the matter, let us re 
peat the illustration of the working of the 
protective policy with respect to the pro- 
ducers of @otton. The cotton crop of the 
United States in 1874, after supplying the 
home demand, was sold for export at a 
valuation. of $212,000,000, or at an average 
of 15 cents a pound. The export of cotton 
in 1860 sold for a fraction less than 9 cents 
a pound The value in 1860 was in gold, 
and in 1874 was in currency. A deduction 
of 12 per cent for the difference m value of 
gold and currency was equal in round figures 
to $25,000,000; leaving as the gold value in 
1874 of the cotton export $187,000,000. The 
value of the cotton crop, both that portion 
sold for export and that sold for home con- 
sumption, was fixed not by the producers, 
but by the prices ruling in the European 
market. The cotton producers had to take 
precisely what they could get. 
Having sold their cotton, they naturally ap- 
plied the proceeds to the purchase of such 
commodities as they did not produce them- 
selves, but of which they stood in need. 
These embodied the long list of protected 
maufactures. They were not at liberty to 
buy these where they could get them cheap- 
est. When they proposed to buy cotton 
cloth, they discovered that upon the im- 
ported article there was a duty of 35 per cent 
in gold, besides other expenses equaling 5 
per cent more; when they turned to the 
American cloth they discovered that the price. 
of the American eloth was advanced 35 per 
cent in gold, and to an almost equal price 
with the same quality of imported cloth. 
It therefore made no difference to them 


whether they purchased the foreign or do- 


mestic manufacture,—they paid the tax 
just the same, So, when they came 
to purchase woolen goods, especially 
articles of women’s wear, boots and 
shoes, iron and steel goods, cutlery, paints, 
glass ware, crockery, carpets, paper hangings, 
stoves and cooking utensils, tin ware, and all 
the long list of other articles entering into 
domestic uses, the tax was included in the 
prite, and had to be paid, not for the support 
of the Government, but to protect, by special 
bounty, indastries which it is claimed 
would in the absence of such protection 
perish and become bankrupt. As the con- 
sumption of home manufactures is immense- 
ly in excess of that of the imported articles, 
the consumers pay a tax which does not go 
to the Government, and which is not revenue, 
and which is extorted from them by law 
as special. bounties to the protected clasges. 
Taking the average amount of this tax thus 
extorted from the consumers as so much 
paid without consideration, it is fairly to be 
deducted from the purchasing value of the 
proceeds of the cotton. In other words, the 
cash proceeds of the cotton purchase an 
average of one-third less manufactured goods 
than they would if such tax was not rendered 
compulsory by law. 

The reduction of the purchasing power of 
the proceeds of the cotton will find an exact 
equivalent if, instead of charging a man $15 for 
an article which without the tex would be sold 
for $10, he was sold. fifteen yards of cloth at 
$1 a yard, and then have five yards retained 
as toll for the manufacturer. 

But our correspondent asks if there be any 
reason why the surplus cotton crop should 
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to pay 50 percent more for goods in Chicago, 
because Chicago is in Illinois, than the same 
goods can be bought for in St. Louis; and 
any law to compel her people to do so would 
probably excite the wrath even of our cor-

PLUNDER OF THE INDIANS. 

The Indian population of the United States 
does not exceed perhaps 800,000. This in- 
cludes men, women, and children. These 
Indians are grouped by tribes upon reserva- 
tions, and are not scattered like white settlers 
over large area of territory. The people live 
in habitations of their own construction. 
Their wants and necessities are primitive, 
and confined to food and a limited stock of 
clothing. In the hunt, they provide them- 
selves with meat and fish, the plains fur- 
nish the food for their ponies, and what 
the Government has to supply them with is 
such additional food and such clothing as 
may be necessary. As guide in estimating 
the amount necessary for this purpose, a 
‘‘ration” has been established, and these 
rations in the aggregate constitute what 
are known as Indian supplies. It is claimed 
that this ration is a scant one; neverthe- 
less it is roundly asserted that the unfortunate 
creatures do not get even this. The Indians 
are compelled to live within the limits of the 
reservation, and in the winter, when they can 
get no game or other food by hunting, and 
the Government rations fail, they must either 


reservation under penalty of being treated as 
in armed hostility to the Government. 
Recently, a large body of Indians left an 
agency, and their flight was announced as a 
design to take the field in war. An explans- 
tion, however, shows that these Indians had 
been fed on short rations all winter; that 
there had been mo meat at the agency for 
months; and that it was to escape starva- 
tion that they had gone out te get food other- 
wise. 

It does seem strange that the Government 
of the United States cannot successfully feed 
800,000 people with army rations of food, 
and a blanket, and a few cotton and woolen 
garments for each person. It is not like an 
undertaking to subsist a like number of white 
persons, whose wants and necessities are in- 
finitely greater. These Indians principally 
stand in need of fresh beef; the Government 
persists in furnishing them with bacon, which 
they detest. They want meat and bread, and 
the Government pays for a liberal supply of 
both articles. There is no complaint that 
the Government does not pay for enough ; 
the difficulty is that the Indians do not get 
what they are entitled to, either in quantity 
or quality. The Government, for instance, 
pays for 1,000 head of cattle weighing 
1,500 pounds each, delivered at a certain 
agency, when, in fact, the actual num- 
ber of cattle delivered will not exceed 750, 
and not weighing over 1,200 pounds each. 
Here is a clear robbery of over 600,000 
pounds of beef,—more than one-third of the 
whole. So with the flour, and so with the 
various other things furnished by the Gov- 
ernment. Another evil is that the Indians 
are liberally supplied with bacon and sugar, 
which they do not want, and trade them off 
for things which they do want, receiving 
perhaps in exchange not over one-third of a 
fair equivalent. They are thus robbed at 
both ends of their ration; the agencies are 
remote from supervision, the Indians have 
no means of complaining, and are thus plun- 
dered and pillaged. In a settlement of white 
persons no such things could be successfully 
perpetrated, There would be an instant ex- 
posure, and a remedy would be promptly ap- 
plied; but the Indians have no such means of 
reaching the public, and have to suffer in 
consequence. They are naturally improvi- 
dent; they have no idea of saving for the fu- 
ture; but this should render the obligation of 
dealing with them justly the more impera- 
tive. , 

It seems, however, to be an impossibility 
for the Government to secure an honest ad- 
ministration of the Indian agencies and con- 
tracts. In awarding contracts the Commis- 
sianers carefully exclude all those who have 
failed in the honest performance of previous 
contracts; but, despite this precaution, the 
contracts invariably fall into the same hands. 
It is diffloult to understand how these noto- 
rious and disgraceful frauds can be so suc- 
cessfully perpetrated year after year with- 
out some connivance in official circles. Post-

CHEVALIER ON FREE TRADE. 

The Liverpool Chamber of Commerce gave 
a banquet on the evening of April 21 
to the noted French economist, Mion: 
Onzvaitren. The latter made a noteworthy 
speech, 

One of the most important treaties ever 
negotiated in Europe, he said, was that of 
Jan. 23, 1860, between England and France. 
It was a commercial treaty, which made trade 
between the two nations freer than it had 
ever been before. Coxnpzy’s dying efforts 
were devoted to it, and were ably seconded 
in France by OA WAL himself. The treaty 
made a profound impression throughout 
Europe. Free trade; hitherto despised and 
rejected by statesmen, had been- distinct- 
ly recognized as a basis of - policy 
by the two great commercial nations of 
the Old World. Other treaties were made 
onthe pattern of this. The result of this 
policy has been u tremendous development 
of international intercourse... Railways have 
been opened between different countries. 
New lines of steamboats connect them. 
Telegraph wires bind them together. A vast 
network of common interests has been 
created. M. Crrvatren thinks ‘that if the 
treaty of 1860 had been sighed twenty years 
sooner, these interests would have been so 
strong in 1870 that the Franco-German War 
could not have happened. He does not 
think that the interlinking of national inter- 
ests due to unfetterred commerce’ will ever 
wholly abolish war. Human nature forbids 
the thought. But it is certain that war is

Bosiness is certainly not as 
brisk now as ome could wish ; bot if the experience of 
hardship through which so many are passing teaches 
them that the Old World virtue of frugality and ꝓru- 
Gence are just as applicable to the New World, and 
cannot here be violated without damage to mercantile 
success as well as to happiness and moral characte, it 
will have ita valuable compensation, 


Chicago has no reason to rejoice over the 
decline of the trade and commerce of New 
York City. It has no interests which clash 
with those of New York except as New York 
merchants and capitalists choose to antago- 
nize Chicago, and thereby cut off a portion of 
their own business and profits. But there is 
no good purpose to be served by shutting our 
eyes to the fact that the trade of New York is 
suffering a serious decline, which is likely to 
be accelerated rather than impeded by future 
events, It was natural and proper that the 
growth of New York's trade should receive a 
check by the development of the West, the 
building up of large interior cities, and the 
diffusion of manufacturing and commercial 
interests. But the capitalists, merchants, 
legislators, and politicians of New York have 
hastened this course of events by s policy 
which has been partly short-sighted and part- 
ly dishonest. They have combined against 
their own interests to drive 
the business that naturally belonged te them. 
A variety of causes make up the sum of this 
general effect. The frauds in New York 
politics have had their influence. The en- 
travagant and corrupt administration of the 
municipal affairs of New York City under the 
Tween regime undoubtedly diverted capital 
from investment there, forced men who lived 
there to transfer their property interests else- 
where, and frightened off others who would 
have been inclined under other eircumstances 
to identify themselves with the metropolis, 
About the same time the frauds in the ad- 
ministration of the New York Custom 
House had their influence in destroying the 
confidence of the importers throughout the 
country, and led indirectly to the establish- 
ment of interior ports of entry. Even now, 
the New York merchants prefer to endeavor 
to regain their lost trade by resorting to un- 
worthy measures intended to nullify the 
operations of the direct importing trade in 
the interior rather than to bend their energies 
toward correcting their abuses at home and 
restoring the confidence which they have 
deliberately forfeited, They will not be able 
to command suffleient political influence to 
carry out this scheme, and the failure of their 
effort to break up the business at the interior 
ports of entry will leave them worse off than 
they were before they tried it. 

Wall street has been a curse to New York. 
Its vast capital has been “prostituted to the 
manipulation of fancy stocks and the wildest 
kind of speculation which is far-reaching in 
its pernicious effects. The greed of the New 
York commission men, grain and provision 
dealers, and the handlers of Western produce 
has been another important agent in this gen- 
eral disaffection. The appliances for han- 
dling grain are a quarter of a century behind 
the times, and cam only be retained for the 
purpose of perpetuating the many-sided 
profits of the different middlemen necessi- 
tated by the ancient system still in vogue, 
The Legislature of the State has co-operated 
actively with the business men of New York 


constitutional prohibition of selling still ap- 
plies to the profitable canals, it is found that 
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three-fifths of that of Ireland. 


The unfortunate City of New York is suffering 
from the corruptness or inefficiency of the State 
Legislatare for which it is largely responsible. 
For years the demand for rapid transit has been 
growing, numberiess schemes have been named, 
commissioners appointed, and bills drafted, but 
to ho purpose. The Legisisture has but a few 


more days of life, and now the press of the city | 


is urging upon it the absolute need of some 
action. It is not unlikely that something will be 
done, but the chances ere that it will be some- 
thing too iniquitous to stand. The misfortunes 
of the metropolis are beginning to multiply.
